On the 2nd instant, 
three cargo junks left Pachoi, for Hongkong, 
tho owner of the craft boing in the lust vessel lo 
cast. off ftom her miorings. The vessoly kept 
in. company uutil the 15th imstant when the 
bout carrying tho owunor loal. eight of tho other 


heart who had not heard of the admirable way 
in which the Chinn Agrwiation bad upheld 
thoge interests, Hae cout therefore appreciato 
most cordially the honour the Asgocio'ion bad 
done him, and he most heartily thanked thom 
for the way in which they had wolcomed hia.

After continuing tho voyage for 
some hours they’ decided to got rid of the 
crows nod whon near the island. of Lui-t-ohi, 
which is some distance from Macao, they stood 
up to. tho wind, and lowering a small bont 
bundled tus crew into it, after which a few of 
their number pulled thom saboro and returned 
to the junks, Then tho vessela were headed For 
Hongkong, arriving hory some days afterwards. 
Meantime the owner was getting wnxious about 
his other vexsela ond proceeded to search the 
harbour, eventually fodiog tho two pirated 
junks at Shaukiwan, Groat was his sarpriso 
howave, to find new crews on board, and 
suspeclingy what had happened, he reported to 
the police, Shortly after he left the janks, the 
pirntes also tho: ght it wos time to go, and 
when the polica returned they woro missing. 
Tho police, however, acted expoditiously, with 
the resall that four men were arrested—ono at 
Youmati.and threo at -Shankiwan, . They 
appeared before Mr. GN. Orme at the Police 
Court yestorday and were charged with bring- 
ing stolen property into the Colony.
